MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM PROJECT. 


The democrats of the senate have by agreement in- 


troduced in that body a resolution that if adopted will 
provide for a sweeping inquiry into the Lorimer elec- 
tion. It is purposed to go into the secret of the "jack- 
pot" fund that played such an important part in the 
session of the Illinois legislature at which Lorimer 
was chosen and discover what connection there may 
have been between the general corruption in the Illi- 
nois body and the senatorship. 
The committee will 


have practically all the powers of a regularly ordained 
judicial tribunal and there will not be much opportun- 
ity for the Hines and the Tildens and the Wiehes and 
the other strong boys of lumber and beef antecedents 
to treat the committee with contempt or its proceedings 
as a joke. The next Lorimer inquiry by the United 
States senate should be so thorough and searching as 
to leave no question as to the means by which Lori- 
mer was "put over," and the democratic resolution 
seems well designed to that end. 


The resolution introduced in the city council by Mr. 


Bauer providing for 3-cent levy to create.a fund with 
which to build an auditorium in Fort Wayne contem- 
plates the filling of a great need in this city. 
Fort 


Wayne is absolutely without suitable or adequate ac- 
commodations for any great public assemblage indoors 
and a public auditorium has been one of the city's most 
acute needs for years. 


It' is a pity that this project was not brought for- 


ward before the new market sheds on Rarr street were 
decided upon. 
The market • house and auditorium 


could very well have been combined. 
The narrow 


block between Wayne and Washington streets and 
east-.of Barr, now occupied by the larger section of the 
market'sheds could have been widened by purchase 
of property bordering it on the east and so made 
broad enough to accomodate a suitable building. A 
ground floor market house with an auditorium above 
could have been constructed'at a saving of money on 
both propositions. And, indeed, it is not either too 
late or in any wise impracticable still to do that, the 
saving the city would make and the advantage it 
would gain would vastly more than compensate for the 
destruction of the market shed recently completed. 
The site is central, spacious and well environed. 
It 


is but a short distance from all street car lines and 
but two squares from the intense business center of 
the city It is an ideal site for such a building. 


Some ten years ago an auditorium project was 


launched under auspices of the Commercial club. 
It 


was sought to procure the funds for it by a popular 
subscription to stock in the enterprise in a manner 
modeled very distinctly upon the plan pursued in Kan- 
sas City, when that hustling metropolis built its mag- 
nificent'assembly place.

Mod 
ern science has proved that it is quit 
a possible feat. The new -born babe 'i 
relatively much stronger than a. full 
grown man, according to the result 
of medical 'tests. "The muscles of the 
forearm are surprisingly vigorous. A 
few hours after birth a baby suspend- 
ed by its finger to a stick, or 'to the 
finger of a parson, can hold itself in 
the air for ten. seconds, and, 'in thn 
case of particularly strong infants, for 
as long as half a minute. At 4 days 
old the child's strength has increased, 
and the time is two and a half niln- 
_utes -for 98 per cent of babies. 
The 


maximum is attained at a fortnight. 
Few infants can hang on for more than 
one and a half minutes, though one 
exceptional young Hercules remained 
suspended for two minutes and thirty- 
eight seconds by his right hand.

The flre Sunday that laid in ruins 


the Mayflower mills recalls some of the 
other great mill fires that Fort Wayne 
has had in the past, notably the de- 
sU * Ion of the Esmond mills, which 
was the first grist mill built in this 
county, the first in this part of the 
state. 


The Esmond mill stood along the St. 


Mary's river, near the Bluffton road 
crossing. It was built In 1827 by James 
Barnett and Samuel Hanna and for 
over half a century stood there, a land- 
mark of early pioneer times, changing 
ownership several times and finally 
passing into the hands of George Es- 
mond. 


It was visited by flre twice. Its flrst 


destruction was In 1878, fifty years 
after it had been erectec, and-was then 
rebuilt. The second conflagration, a 
year or two afterward, ended Its his- 
tory, its owners deciding not to rebuild. 
No mill in northern Indiana had 
wider fame than the Esmond mills- 


Our Second Mill. 


The Rudlslll mill was the county's 


second flouring mill. It was the rival 
In business of the Esmond mills. It 
stood on the banks of the St. Joseph 
river, the waters of which were its 
operating power, in what Is now the 
northern part of the pity—at the old 
dam. 
The building of the dam and 


mill was begun in 1830 by Henry Rudi- 
slll and Henry Johns, the mill being 
at first known as the Johns mill. After 
the death of Mr. Johns it took the 
name of the Rudlslll mill. 


It was the flrst mill in this section 


of the country to be operated by an 
overshot wheel, the Esmond being op- 
erated by an undershot wheel—that is, 
the wheel was forced arourid In Its cir- 
cuit by the current of the stream. The 
Rudlslll mill was shut down for busi- 
ness some thirty years ago 'and has 
now passed out of existence. 


The Old Wlnei Mill. 


Another mill that was the victim of 


the flre fiend was the Wines mill 
called by some the Woodlawn nilll. I 
was built in 1838 by Marshall Wines 
nloni: the Maumee river near the foo 
of Hanover street,'. a short dlstanci 
west' of the old canal lock, where i 
dam stood across the river. The mil 
had a capacity of fifty barrels of flou: 
a day. 


Mr. Wines sold the mill to Samue 
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Hanna and Ochmig Bird. The owners 
afterward were Bostlck & Fronefield. 
Trentman & Volland. Compare! & 
Haskell. and finally E. A. Orff. during 
whose ownership, in the latter part of 
the seventies, the mill was burned to 
the ground. 


Anoth.r Big Mill Fire. 


In 1857 Comparet & Hubbell, then 


commission merchants, built a three- 
story steam grist mill along the canal, 
some distance east of Calhoun street. 
Four years afterward it took fire and 
was burned to the ground. The fol- 
lowing year, in 1SC2, D. F. Comparet, 
having succeeded to the full ownership, 
built anothe^ mill on tbe same site. 


It was a great structure, the capital 


invested being J35.000. It was sold in 
1871 to A. Powers. The next year Mr. 
Powers died and the milling business 
was .carried on by L. P. Stapleford & 
Co. until December of 1876 when flre 
wrecked the property again and the 
milling business was not resumed. 


On* Mort Mill Fire. 


In 1853 George Little and Hugh Mc- 


Culloch built an elevator on the south 
bank of the canal near to the foot of 
Maiden lane. The elevator was after- 
wards converted into a grist mill and 
was the first steam flouring mill to be 
operated in Fort Wayne. From 1855 
to 1855 the mill was owned and run 
by William Pratt & Co., who sold it tt 
John Brown. In 1867 it was sold to 
Hill. Orbison & Whiting, and in 1869 
the bnlldlng was destroyed by flre. 


Our Oldest Mill. 


Our present oldest flouring rail! Is 


the City mills, owned by C. Tresselt 


Sons, on Clinton street, Just north 


of the Nickel Plate railroad tracks. It 
was built In 1842 by Allen Ham'lton 
and Jesse L. Williams and was oper- 
ated by them and Plin Hoagland. 
Christian Tresselt, yet with the mills 
and active in Its conduct, became a 
cleric in the mills in 1850 and in.. 1870 
became a partner with Mr, Hoagland. 


After the death of Mr. Hoagland, In 


1884, Mr. Tresselt became the sole 
owner and now, with his sons, is one 
of the proprietors. For years the mill 
was operated with an overshot wheel 
furnished with power from the old 
canal, along the banks of which It 
stood. Since the abandonment of that 
waterway It has been operated by 
steam.

Wayne, and providing penalties for the 
violation thereof. 
Be it ordained by the common council 


of the city of Fort Wayne, that: 


Section 1. 
It shall be unlawful for 


any person to keep or harbor any dog, 
either male or female, whether taxed or 
untaxed, In the city of Fort Wayne, ex- 
cept upon rremlsei owned or occupied 
by himself, or upon premises owned or 
occupied by one who has given permis- 
sion to have silfl dog kept or harbored 
upon the «amo. 
Section 2. It Bhall be unlawful for any 


person beirig the owner of, or having tha 
Immediate custody or control of, any 
doj, male or female, whether taxed or 
untaxed, to suffer or permit such dog to 
be at large upon the streets, highways, 
alleys or other public places in the city 
of Fort Wayne, unless accompanied by 
luch owner or pewon having the Immedi- 
ate custody or control of eaid dog. 


Section 3. It shall be the fluty of the 


poundmaster or any police officer or 
other proper officer of eaid city to 'take 
said dog and keep it under the control 
of said city for a period of tarty-eight 
hours after tho Bald dog hn» been taken 
in custody, and' afterwards killed, un- 
less within the forty-eight hour period 
the owner or his duly authorized agent 
shall call 'at the place wnere said dog Is 
kept, and said dog may -be released and 
turned over to' eaid owner or his author- 
ized agent on payment ot two dollars to 
the poundmaster for the benefit of the 
city to pay the expenses of the care and 
custody of said dog. 
Section 4. This ordinance shall be in 


full force and effect thirty (30) 
days 


after its passage, and during said thirty 
(30) days the city clerk is directed to 
•tnalte publication thereof, in the daily 
papers of the city of Fort Wayne, by 
one (1) Insertion in each daily paper, 
once (1) each week for three (3) succes- 
sive weelis.
